Later in the day. the parents 
will be included in a discussion 
with two students and two profes- 
sor.- where any questions ihe par- 
ents have will be answered. 

The parents will wind up with 
a tour o’ the campus, one of the 
events which is no longer includ- 
ed on the student schedule.

for each of the first 10 copies 
made A reduced rate is available 
if the volume of work is great 
enough 

The Copease Exposing Unit re- 
produces photographs and ma- 
terial' by a chemical process. It 
is especially good for graphs, 
drawings, and pictures, and has 
been very successful on loose end 
bound volumes. Massey added 
Each copy is 35 cents. 

"Xerox and Copease copies car 
be done almost instantly but be- 
tween four and six days should 
be allowed for microfilm," he 
said 

The recently -installed Thermo- 
Fax Microfilm Reader-Printer 
copies from film onto paper in 
less than 10 seconds The ma- 
chine is good for reproducing 
microfilm articles from newspa-

available for reading purposes on 
positive microfilm on the fifth 
Tloor of the library.” 

The Center microfilms 155 
Kentucky newspapers every year 
and also sends positive microfilm 
copies to 59 Kentucky newspaper 
publishers. The papers are sup- 
plied to the Microfilm Center by 
the Serials Department and in- 
dividual publishers and by the 
Kentucky Press Association. Al- 
most every Kentucky paper from 
1953 to the present has been mi- 
crofilmed and is on file in the 
library.

sons who have old or important 
documents in their possession 
These materials are brought to 
the library and microfilmed, and 
returned to the owners. 

They have microfilmed the 
Henry Clay letters, the corre- 
spondence of Harry S Truman 
to Alben Barkley, of which a 
copy was sent to the Truman Li- 
brary Independence. Mo, the 
records of Logan Fenley, the 
Boyd County Historical Society, 
First Christian Church in Frank- 
fort. Fayette County Court, and 
reports from labor unions Past 
issues of the Kernel and the 
yearbook, the Kentuckian, are al- 
so on microfilm 

Recordak a branch of the 
Eastman Kodak Company, sup- 
plies the library with 22 MPE-1 
film readers which are available 
to students and faculty at no 
charge They are located in the 
periodical room and on the fifth 



floor of the library 

Microfilm was used in an ex- 
perimental project by Perry Ash- 
ley, instructor in the School of 
Journalism, and by Massey to 
reproduce visual teaching aids 
for classroom purposes Slides 
are made from Kodak microfilm 
which are mounted, after pro- 
cessing. on Emde two by two 
inch aluminum slides. The film 
for slide mounts is available at 
5 cents per exposure for micro- 
film and $8 per 100 slide mounts. 

To preserve the back files of 
the state's newspapers in a small 
space was the initial purpose of 
the Microfilm Center. The serv- 
ice has succeeded in this effort 
when, as an example, the Berea 
Citizen, a papier which has been 
publishing for 60 years, can be 
stored on microfilm in a space 
three feet wide by four inches 
high and deep, the bound vol- 
umes would require 300 cubic feet 
of storage.

The percentage of students 
dropping out of school because 
of poor grades is going down, as 
indicated by the number of up- 
perclassmen who are staying in 
school," said Dr. Charles F El- 
ton, dean of admissions and reg- 
istrar at the University. 

"This is evidence that the qual- 
ity of the University and of the 
students is improving," he said. 

Dr Elton reported that in 1961, 
30 percent of all University stu- 
dents were on academic proba- 
tion for failure to meet the 2.0 
<C> grade-point average each se- 
mester. The 1962 statistics may 
reveal a new trend when they 
are released sometime this sum- 
mer, he said. 

The majority of these students 
on probation are freshmen. 

Dr Elton said that the per- 
centage of freshmen in academic 
hot water is decreasing, perhaps 
significantly In 1959. 46 percent 
failed to meet the standard set 
the previous year ia 2 0 aver- 
age), but in the latest report 
1 1961 > it was 44 percent. 

A tighter admissions policy be- 
gun in fall 1959 may be respon- 
sible for the reduction in fresh- 
men dropped by the University. 
No Kentucky high school grad- 
uate is denied admission, but be- 
fore his entrance the student is 
evaluated by his principal and by 
University examinations. 

If he is in the lower 25 percent 
of his class, the University ad- 
vises him not to enter

Dr Elton attributed the drop 
to two rule changes. In Sep- 
tember 1958 the faculty and ad- 
ministration initiated their pol- 
icy for new students: to stay off 
probation a student must have a 
20 average after one semester 
and if he fails to attain this at 
the end of the second, he will 
be dropped Readmittance will 
be granted one year later, during 
which time the student must 
earn the required 2 0 average or 
be permanently dismissed. 

A similar rule went into effect 
the following fall for all other 
students. These rules replaced 
the old requirements which 
ranged from a 1.4 for freshmen 
to 1.8 for juniors and seniors. 

Dr Elton said that raising "ex- 
pectations for students" had re- 
sulted in the likelihood that they 
would meet them "Students are 
more serious since the rule 
change," he said, "although per- 
haps there's more horseplay and 
rah-rah than desirable." 

A sobering statistic is that only 
7.4 percent of those who made 
below a 2.0 during their first se- 
mester on campus are able to 
satisfy the requirements for 
graduation. "This percentage 
isn't likely to change." Dr. Elton 
said, pointing to charts showing 
that college success was depend- 
ent on good high school work if 
the student scored in the lowest 
quarter of University tests. 

' Like most land-grant colleges 
we probably graduate 40 percent 
of those who enroll," Dr. Elton 
said. The registrar admitted 
that "nobody knows statistics 
about the students who transfer 
or drop out Many make it some 
other place and we have no rec- 
ord of this.”
